ried. I was barely twenty-two, he sev- 
eral years older. We, like most newly 
weds, had our dreams—ambitions, plans. 
My husband had what is considered a 
good start, enough to furnish our home 
nicely, to stock our rented farm very 
completely and a small balance in the 
bank. After eleven years of hard work, 


none, Wwe are in debt. We did very well 
for five years; after that poor crops, still 
poorer prices and heavy expenses took 
everything we made in the first five 
years. We have six children, perfect 
dears, and we know perfectly well that 
in the eyes of many people we shouldn't 
have them, but I also suspect there are 
people in the world who would give any- 
thing to have our children for their own. 
They are an extravagance, so we are 
told. It is true children are expensive. 


| Hospital and doctor bills have a way of 


mounting out of reach of the farmer. 
When one adds an operation and several 


‘|other illnesses to these one can readily 


see where some of our meager income 


eat and enough to wear, though, as for 
clothes, we have very few and I am 
clever with my needie in making over 
castoffs. Yes, children are expensive. 
But surely the farming business should 
take care of these matters. 

And what of the future? I see no 
change, at least for the immediate fu- 
ture. Perhaps in years to come—but we 
can't wait that long. My husband knows 
no other business, in fact wants no other 
business. He is considered a good farm- 


‘er and a good business man, if given 


half a chance. This story probably seems 
ridiculous to the farmer who owns his 


farm or has few expenses. But how 


is a renting farmer going to be able to 
buy a farm? Not by renting, unless con- 
ditions make a great change. He has 
no money to take advantage of a good 
investment, if such a chance should 


fuch a chance. But it is always some 
one who has money who can snap it up. 


“It takes money to make money.” 
The renting farmer today is somewhat 


in the same predicament as the small 
boy holding the calf'’s tail; it is hard to 
hold on and he can’t let go. If we can 
hold on a few years more, perhaps con- 
ditions will change. But can we? And 


how, how will we be able to educate, feed 


and clothe our children in the meantime? 
Everything the farmer has to sell—if he 
should be so fortunate as‘to save any- 
thing to sell out of the recent floods—is 
going down, down. 

We have no desire for great wealth. 
All we want is just enough to feed, 


clothe, and educate our children properly, 


the necessities, a few comforts and no 
luxuries. Surely the farming business 


are doing without things that most any 
one would call necessities. We all need 
clothes. The oldest boy is sadly in need 
of a new suit; he has wanted it all sum- 
mer.

At nine, the fairy tales allure begins 
to wane for boys, although girls still 
live in their glamour. Boys read stories 
of boy life everywhere. This is the 
golden age for parents to encourage 
children in the reading of good litcra- 
ture, the authors say. The nine year 
old child will read, by himseif, stories 
of 100 pages or more, while at eight 
he would read only short stories. 

At ten, books of travel and ‘stories 
of other lands are most popular, en 
interest which can be utilized in teach- 
ing children geography, history and 
other school subjects (the authors are 
concerned in all cases with the child’s 
voluntary reading and not with his 
compulsory reading of school books).
